M. C. A. activity, and the meetings, 
tho papers, the trying to take In and 
classify for future reference as much 
as possible of all that was seen and 
heard, produced such a composite pic­ 
ture in the mind that it would require 
too much time and space to, in any 
degree .cover it.

Liverpool 
Monday 
morning. June IO, joined ourselves to 
the Ohio delegation at Cleveland, and 
left there on special train at 3 p. rn., 
the same afternoon, arriving in Bos­ 
ton Tuesday noon.

BATH OF THE ORANGE. 


T he F ru it Meeds M ach G roo m in g B e­ 
fo r e It Id H ead y F o r M arket. 
Fresh from the tree an orange Is still 
very much alive, with the oil cells ex­ 
panded and the mystery of growth not 
yet suspended. 
Cut off from the sap 
supply, a change takes place. The skin 
draw s closer to the pulp and gives off 
moisture th at would cause sweating if 
the fruit were packed at once. 
But 
first these dust statued travelers must 
have a bath. 
By the bushel, lf only this were the 
land of the good old bushel basket, the 
newcomers are dumped into a long, 
j 
narrow tank of w ater at one end of j 
whleh is a big wheel with a tire of soft ! 
bristles. 
The wheel revolves so that 
the lower edge works In connection 
with another set of brushes In a small­ 
er tank below, and the oranges, after 
bobbing about In the big tank, pass be­ 
tween the wet brushes and come out 
bright aud clean. 
This washer Is a neat machine and 
does away with the more prim itive yet 
picturesque method of hand washing. 
At some of the sm aller packing 
houses may still be seen groups of wo­ 
men, 
sometimes 
white, 
sometimes 
brown skinned, each with a tub of wa­ 
ter and brush, scrubbing busily away 
at the yellow piles that never seem to 
grow less till the last hour of the day. 
A fter their bath the oranges are 
spread out In the sun to dry on long, 
slanting racks. 
At the lower end they 
roll off into boxes, to be carried away 
to the warehouse for their rest. 
An orange needs a deal of grooming, 
It would seem, before It is ready for 
market. The washing was not enough. 
There m ust be a brushing too. 
And 
after the days of curing the oranges 
are fed Into a hopper which drops them 
single file on to a belt that runs be­ 
tween revolving cylindrical brushes, 
this for a smooth, sillily look.—Los An­ 
geles Herald.

BATH OF THE ORANGE. 


The F r a il IVeeda Mach Croom I ase Be­ 
fore It la Heady F o r Market. 
Fresh from the tree an orange Is still 
very much alive, with the oil cells ex­ 
panded and tho mystery of growth not 
yet suspended. 
Cut off from the sap 
supply, a change takes place. The skin 
draws closer to the pulp and gives off 
moisture that would cause sweating if 
tile fruit were packed at once. 
But 
first these dust stained travelers must 
have a bath. 
By the bushel, if only tlds were the 
land of the good old bushel basket, the 
newcomers are dumped Into a long, 
narrow tank of water tit one end of 
which Is a big wheel with a tire of soft 
bristles. 
The wheel revolves so that 
the lower edge works In connection 
with another set of brushes In a small­ 
er tank below, and the oranges, after 
bobbing about In ttie big tank, pass be­ 
tween the wet brushes and come out 
bright and clean. 
This washer Is a neat machine and 
does away with the more primitive yet 
picturesque method of hand washing. 
At some of the smaller packing 
houses may still be seen groups of wo­ 
men, 
sometimes 
white, 
sometimes 
brown skinned, each with a tub of wa­ 
ter and brush, scrubbing busily away 
at tile yellow piles that never seem to 
grow less till the Inst hour of the (lay. 
After their bath the oranges are 
spread out in the sun to dry on long, 
slanting racks. 
At the lower end they 
roll off Into boxes, to be carried away 
to the warehouse for their rest. 
An orange needs a deal of grooming, 
it would seem, before it is ready for 
market. Tilt* washing was not enough. 
There must be a brushing too. 
And 
after the days of curing Ila* oranges 
are fed into a hopper which drops them 
single tile on to a belt that runs be­ 
tween revolving cylindrical brushes, 
this for a smooth, shiny look.—Los An­ 
geles Herald.

am aker, in his letter to Mr. Foerderer, 
denies th e imputation. 
Mr. W anam aker, besides th e above 
offer, said he 
would 
agree on th3 
surface roads covered by the char­ 
te rs and the ordinances th at 3-cent 
fares only shall be charged between 
the hours of 6 a. rn. and 8 a. rn and 
6 and 7 p. rn.? and not over 5 cents 
for the o ther hours; 
and he would 
fu rth e r agree th a t any tim e w ithin 
IO years the city 
of 
Philadelphia 
m ight resum e the franchises upon the 
p aym ent of the actual money expend­ 
ed and invested in the various e n ter­ 
prises covered by th e ch arters and 
ordinances, with 6 per cent interest.

stands a possible seven years’ im­ 
prisonment and a Cne of as much as 
$2,000. 
Mrs. Barker was not in the court 
room to hear the verdict. 
She was 
in another part of the court house 
and when told of the verdict sobbed 
bitterly. 
Mr. Keller was also absent 
•md showed no emotion when told 
of the verdict. 
Barker had expected 
an acquittal. 
He based his hopes 
upon the strong plea of his counsel, 
when he dwelt upon the unwritten 
law that a man has a right to kill 
where the sanctity of his home is as­ 
sailed. 
Whatever the effect of this 
line of pleading upon the jury, it was 
swept away by the cold c harge of the 
court that “the story of the Alleged 
outrage, or the outrage itself, if tine, 
was no justification of tho defendant’s 
assault.” 
The court explained he had admit­ 
ted evidence that Barker hod been 
told of an alleged assault, not because 
it had anything to do with the case,

“ I went up In a balloon once, and I 
Sever w ant to make such a trip again,” 
*>ai*J Colonel A. Noel Blakeman. 
“ My 
experience as an aeronaut was in Lon­ 
don,” 
lie continued, “and 
it 
would 
never have occurred but for a friend I 
cha need lo meet then*. 
Ile was going 
to make an ascent, and he persuaded 
me to accom pany him. 
“Th** ball on w as a f* attire of some 
big exhibition, and every day it was 
Inflated and made an ascent, with four 
or five passengers, in charge of an ex­ 
perienced aeronaut. There were about 
five In the party the day I took the trip. 
We got into the basket, which was 
boxed In quite high, then let the rope 
go, and we Shot up about 3,000 feet. 
It 
was Interesting to look down on the 
world and hear tile noises of Loudon 
streets coming from so far below. The 
balloon sailed along smoothly, and we 
drifted for about eight miles. 
“ It w as when we tried to descend 
th at the trouble began, 
The method j 
w as to throw out anchors as tile bal­ 
loon settled tow ard the earth. 
The ; 
aeronaut said th at when one of these 
anchors caught firmly lie would haul 
the balloon down to the tree In which 
the anchor was expected to become 
fastened. This would be done by wind- j 
lug in the rope on a winch in the car. 
We would be expected to climb out of 
the balloon into tile tree, he said, and 
he would then take hold of the valve 
rope and, standing a safe distance 
aw ay, open the valve, let tile gas es­ 
cape, and Hie big affair would collapse 
and sink. 
Ile informed us that we 
m ust get clear of the sinking folds, as 
they would come down fast, and lf 
they caught and covered us wfe would 
be to an atm osphere of most poisonous 
gas. 
. 
“ All this was very Interesting, but 
we did not seem to be making very 
much progress tow ard the point where 
we would have to look out for the de- j 
scending folds of the collapsing bal­ 
loon. 
Tile anchors caught in a whole 
lot of trees, but they did not hold. One 
would get tangled In a tree, and then 
Hie balloon would sw ay far over, tilt­ 
ing the basket in which we were until 
It seemed that we would be spilled out. 
Tiien the anchor would break loose, 
and we would shoot up again. 
“ I becam e very tired of this and told 
the aeronaut that I thought it was time 
to bring the voyage to a conclusion. 
He told me lf I did not like it I could 
Jump out. 
At first I thought ho was 
simply resentful of my rem ark, but he 
said lie m eant what he said. 
“ ’When the car tilts over again, you 
climb out on the edge,’ he said, ‘and let 
go. 
It will probably be a plowed field 
underneath us, and you won’t get hurt.* 
“ Well, I did as lie suggested. 
When 
the anchor caught again, I climbed out 
and hung to the edge of the car. 
When 
I saw that Hie car was as low as it was 
likely to get. I let go. 
I dropped about 
12 feet, and, as lie e x a c te d , a plowed 
field w as below us. 
“As soon as I dropped out tile bal­ 
loon. relieved of my weight, shot up in 
tile air again and soared off. 
I walked 
to the nearest road and continued along 
It until i came to an tun. 
“ I asked the landlord how far It was 
to London, and he told me It was eight 
miles. 
I ordered a carriage to take me 
there, and while I was waiting the 
landlord asked me where I had come
